Chicago, August 30.—The Chicago 
and Alton railroad was placed in the 
hands of receivers\in federal court 
today by Judge Carpenter. W. B. 
Bierd, president, and W. W. Whee- 
lock, an attorney, were named as the 
receivers, 

According to a statement by Silas 


receivers, the receivership was pre- 
cipitated principally by the great fall- 
ing off in the earnings of the com- 
pany due to the coal strike and by 
the extra expenses due to the shop- 
men’s strike. 

The suit resulting in the receiver- 
ship was filed by the Texas company, 
of New York and Chicago, a creditor 
with a claim of about $32,000. At 
the offices of Mr. Strawn, it was 
stated the receivership will not in 
any way change the operation of the 
road's trains,

April 1, gross*earnings of the Chicago 
and Alton were very good, but, like all 
other railroads, it has been suffering 
from excessive and unreasonable 
operating costs both in wages and ma- 
terials, especially fuel, and steadily 
mounting tax burdens. The directors, 
however, have been hopeful that these 
conditions would soon approach more 
nearly to normal or would, in part at 
least, be met by offsetting factors of a 
helpful character. But such excessive 
costs bear particularly heavy on short 
railroads with expensive terminals 
such as the Alton, wihfich operates a 
little over 1,000 miles and terminates, 
in Chicago, St. Louis and Kansas City, 
with an average freight haul of only 
185 miles, and an Average passenger 
haul of only 65 miles. 
Decline in Earnings. 

“The receivership at the present 
time, however, was precipitated by 
the great falling off in earnings due to 
the coal strike and also to the further 
long continued and extra expenses due 
to the shepmen’s strike. The com- 
pany’s normal cual traffic is heavy and 
practically all mines on its line have 
been closed since April 1, thus entail- 
ing heavy loss in revenue and at the 
same time it has been compelled to 
buy much of its fuel coal from south- 
ern fields, which, with added freight 
charges paid foreign lines, cost it two 
or three times the former price. 
Through these concurring losses in 
revenue and unusual expenses, the 
company has fallen behind, exhausted 
its current resources and it is not 
able to continue operations without 
accumulating a large floating debt 
which the directors did not feel justi- 
‘fied to ineur and probably could not 
have incurred.” 

The coal and rail strikes which it 
was claimed cut tonnage to one quar- 
ter of normal, were blamed by H. L. 
Stintz, assistant to President Bierd, 
for the insolvent condition of ‘ the 
company. President Bierd is in New 
York where the directors met today.

Evans. was arrested an 
hour later while on picket duty at 
Inman Yards, it was stated by the 
officers.

FIRST INDICTMENT

Frank B. DuPre, 19-year-old slay-

Attorney Allen went into a 30-min- 
ute conference with Governor Hard- 
wick at 7:15 o’clock at’ night and 
madeethe final effort to save the 
youth from the gallows. 
Hardwick refused to allow the re- 
prieve which would be necessary to 
carry the case into the supreme court 
of the United States, 


Final Effort Today. 

Attorney Allen stated, following his 
conference with Governor Hardwick, 
that the final effort to save the life 
of the youth will be made ‘Thursday, 
Hie said that he was not ready at 
this time to say what this effort will 
be, but it is thought that the only pos- 


\ sible direction it can take now is into 


the United States courts. 

While Mr. Allen declined to state 
what grounds would serve as the basis 
of his apeal should he go to tbe 
federal courts, it is believed in some 
quarters that he has reverted to his 
plan as announced in The Constitu- 
tion several days ago to the effect 
that the habeas corpus suit will be 
filed in the federal court before Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley, of the northern 
district of Georgia.

PEACHTREE PAVING

Delays in completing the paving of 
Peachtree road from the city limits to 
“dead man’s curve” are due largely 
to the Jifficulty experienced by the 
Georgia Railway and Power Co. in 
laying new tracks in this section, it 
was learned Wednesday night from of- 
ficers of the company and from T. D. 
Meador, Jr.. head of the Meador Con- 
struction Co, whose company is doing 
the paving work. « 

F. L. Butler, railway department 
manager, declared Wednesday nizht 
that the track laying work in that 
section is very difficult. 

“It is rather a long drawn out prop- 
osition,” Mr. Butler said. “The com- 
pany has 100 men at work laying 
track and progress is being made as 
rapidly as possible. The track work 
necessarily is slower than the paving 
work, as only a narrow strip is to be 
paved. We are going ahead and com- 
plete the work as rapidly as possible 
but it is a tedious task.” 

Mr. Meador said his company is 
ready and willing to go ahead with 
the work but is handicapped because 
of the delay due to the track laying. 

“We can pave as far in one day as 
the street railway company progresses 
in six days at the present rate. We 
are anxious to finish the work because 
the streets in that section have ‘been 
torn up for about-30 days. We can 
pave the street just as fast as ‘the 
company can lay its tracks. The com- 
pany now has three gangs of men on 
the job and if they continue, progress 
should be more rapid.” he said. 

Mr. Meador kaid his company is now 
filling in the stone on Peachtree road 
from the city limits on Andrews drive. 

It was learned that the company had 
first decided that new rails. would not 
be necessary on a part of tlte line but 
found Jater that more new rails would 
i required and this caused more de- 
ay.

“Cotton ties are absolutely essen- 
tial to the compression of cotton and 
in view of the fact that compresses 
have been placed in class one we have 
asked that ties be placed in the same 
class. A large industry in Georgia 
has a contract to manufacture a large 
amount of these ties for compresses 
and gins and if the industry cannot 
get coal the entire cotton industry 
will be crippled. Cotton ties.are now 
in class five and we are seeking to 
have them placed in class one or 
two,” Commissioner Boifeuillet said.

was in its original form.

THE BONUS JUGGLE. 

The sixty-seventh congress has 
played political football with the sol- 
dier bonus bill until it has disgusted 
the ex-service men, and nauseated 
the country generally. 

instead of taking a firm position 
either for or against a straight, un- 
conditional cash gratuity to the sol- 
diers, it has tried to fool them into 
believing it was going to do so, while 
scheming privately in every con- 
ceivable way to find subterfuges, 
and to avoid doing direct what 80 
per cent of the members, in their 
speeches and campaign pledges, have 
agreed. 

They have juggled with the prob- 
lem very much as a paid profes- 
sional would juggle a set of loaded 
bombs—unafraid to the watching 
public, but literally scared half to 
death for fear of a blow-up. 

They have played wtih it very 
much as the Georgia legislature has 
played with the pension problem in 


this state—capitalizing it for per- 
sonal political purposes, knowing 
full well that the state cannot with- 
out increased revenues pay the con- 
stantly increasing awards. In voting 
new classes and:in qualifying post- 
bellum widows they have therefore 
had more in mind their own political 
fortunes than they have the actual 
benefits that might or might not ac- 
crue to the beneficiaries. 

Congress knows there is no fed- 
eral financial provision for the pay- 
ment ofa cash bonus without in- 
creased taxation, and it has the word 
of President Harding that he will 
veto any measure that does not cor- 
respondingly provide the revenues to 
make it effective. And yet there 
are not sufficient members of either 
house with nerve enough to state 
their own positions frankly and 
fairly. 

In voting, as did the senate on 
Tuesday, to pay a bonus from the 
revenues received as interest on the 
foreign debts, the purpose can be 
none other than “to beat the devil 
around the stump.” 

It means nothing and is in reality 
an insult to the soldier boys. 

The foreign nations, debtors to 
this country, have paid but little in- 
terest, and the whole problem of 
collecting those obligations, as just 
as any ever contracted by an indi- 
vidual or a government, is entirely 
too grave and internationally com- 
plicated to mix it up with a nation’s 
' assumed financial obligation to her 
>, own boys who fought her battles. 


rats, it is true, but it nevertheless 

ars the earmarks of a political sub- 
terfuge, pure and simple. 

The substitution of the reclama- 
tion bill for the land settlement op- 
tion looks like a great development 
project on its face, but here again 
the republican senate grabbed it as 
a means of placating the far west, the 
defection from the party ranks in 
that section having recently alarmed 
the administration bosses. It means 
nothing to the south but possible 
land speculations and land sharking, 
and as to giving employment to the 
idle soldier boys, the government, 
might more effectively, and certain- 
ly several months more quickly, set 
the example fn its own offices and 
operations. - 

A man who is out of employment 
is not interested in getting employ- 
ment two or three or five years from 
now. By that time without relief 
he.would not need employment: or 
anything else that human agency 
could administer. He needs it now 
—today. 

The government could this very 
hour furnish employment to thou- 
sands of idle ex-service men without 
embarrassment to anyone. 

In the veterans’ bureau in Atlanta 
this very day there are but few vet- 
eran engaged in the Service. 7 

It is the same proportion in 
Washington, and everywhere else. 

Here is an institution designed to 
help the service man and yet it re- 
fuses to give him employment in its 
own establishment. 

As to the bonus bill—the point 
is, congress should either pass a 
cash bonus and pay it in cash, or a 
land option, or have the nerve to 
say that it will not do so, and close 
the issue and take it out of politics. 

The various subterfuge propos- 
als, tangling the whole thing up in 
a web of fickleness and weakness, 
can be of no tangible service to the- 
Service men, and in reality makes 
the nation and _ its patriots both look 
ridiculous. 


ILLINOIS AT THE BAR. 
The state of Illindis is on triat 


Yielding at last to the mandate of 
public opinion it has begun an ef- 
fort to establish the direct responsi- 
bility for the murder of peaceable, 
unarmed coal miners at Herrin. The 
State’s attorney general is assisted 
by the federal department of justice. 

No crime has been committed 
within recent years in any state in 
the union that stands as a more in- 
effaceable blot on the history of a 
commonwealth ‘than does this one; 
and though belated, and seemingly 
instituted more as a fesult of public 
indignation than official alertness, 


the identity, apprehension and vigor- 
ous prosecution of the murderers, 


without immunity to any person or 
persons who may have inspired the 
crime, if such there be, is the only 
course now that can possibly restore 
Illinois to a place among common- 
wealths where such crimes are not 
condoned. 

The bloodthirsty mob at Herrin 
not only trampled upon the laws of 
the state in its carnival of slaughter, 
but it brought upon the government 
the quick reprobation of other na- 
tions. It rendered this country lia- 
ble to heavy indemnity claims by the 
countries of which the alien victims 
were nationals. Aliens in this coun- 
try are entitled, under the provi- 
sions of the treaties with other na- 
tions, to the protection of this gov- 
ernment, and as long as the govern- 


ment permits their importation it 
must protect them as it would its 
own citizens, whether they become 
nationalized. or not. The laws and 
usages of civilized countries demand 
that. 

The action of Attorney General 
Dougherty in the premises is fully 
justified. The local and county au- 
thorities have admitted that they are 
powerless to apprehend and bring to 
trial the murderers despite the fact 
that the identity of the leaders of 
the Herrin mob are alleged to be gen- 
erally known in the community. 
Since the constituted authority thus 
admits either. its cowardice or its 
inefficiency, then the federal au- 
thorities cannot be criticized for in- 
tervening in the interest of law and 
order and the integrity of govern- 
ment. 

The Herrin mob, it is alleged, 
sought to institute a reign of terror 
to intimidate workers whose only 
offense consisted in their desire to 
work at their regular employment. 

In that war of intimidation a score 
of men were murdered, and several 
scores of other innocent people ren- 
dered homeless and penniless. His- 
tory of civilized communities does 
not record a blacker chapter of bar- 
barism, and yet two months have 
elapsed without one of the murder- 
ers being brought to justice. 

The country will not stand for 
such a thing as this, whether it hap- 
pens in Illinois, or in New York, or 
California, or Georgia. 

The right of the individual to 
serve God as he pleases, and work 
when and where and at what he 
pleases, so long as he is obedient to 
the laws of the state and nation, is 
an inalienable one, and must be pro- 
tected. 

And murder, whether committed 
by the individual assassin or by the 
mob of terrorists, must be punished, 
else the whole fabric of a civilized 


government will fall.

IS RHEUMATISM RHEUMATIZ? 


Although few if any readers will 
stop having uric acid in the system, 


theumatism just because I ridicule 
these terms,*1 have shown, to my Own 
that neither urie acid 
trouble nor arthritis nor neuritis 1s 
rheumatiz in the popular sense of the 
word. Let me now firmly but kindly 
point out to any victims of rheumatiz 
who still have the patience that even 
rheumatism is not rheumatiz, | 

Well, then, what is rheumatism or 
rheumatiz? 

No need to get excited. Let us 
try to agree first just what we are 
talking about. ‘The great trouble with 
the averagé layman—and the average 
is very high, I find—is that he as- 
sumes too much which “ain’t so.” 
Whenever I cut loose on the vexing 
subjects of “colds” and deny that 
there is ang such entity or disease 
or ailment as a “cold,” a lot of lay- 
men call me impolite names and con- 
I may be all 
of that, but you can’t prove it by 
what I say about “colds,” for I have 
all the logic on my side. I am 80 
bourgeois in matters of physiology and 
pathology as to believe heartily in 
the efficacy of drugs and even to take 
medicine myself when a good doctor 
tells ine I need it. So don't assume 
that I deny the reality of the entities, 
: as 
‘aolds,” merely because I insist they 


The common or popular conception 


or less disabling trouble chiefly in- 
volving the joints and caused in some 


exposure to cold, damp or inclement 
weather. That is as clear as crystal 
and we need not quibble over it at 
all. The quibbling and evasion and 
sidestepping and nonsense begin when 
the victim of some joint trouble un- 
dertakes to label his trouble rheuma- 
tism or when his doctor attempts to 
perform a juggling act with this 
“exposure” delusion, to reconcile such 
an absurd notion with the more mod- 
ern knowledge of the real causes of 
joint disease, or to convert “exposure” 
from its former high position as the 
cause of rheumatism to a secondary 
or insignificant place as a mere predis- 
posing or aggravating factor in some 
cases not otherwise accounted for. 

That’s rheumatiz. 

I repeat there is no such condition 
in reality. There isn’t the first scin- 
tilla of scientific evidence to support 
the notion that exposure to cold or 
wet can produce any joint disease 
which may pass as “rheumatism.” 
The unavoidable truth is that the 
yarious joint diseases carelessly and 
improperly jumbled under the title of 
rheumatism are least prevalent among 
peoples, classes and groups that are 
most exposed to the weather and cli- 
matic conditions which unenlightened 
folk have so long associated with 
rheumatiz. Mind, I am not decry- 
ing the value of climate for persons 
with joimt diseases, they may bene- 
fit quite as well as victims of ad- 
yanced Bright's disease or whooping 
cough do from open air or other 
climatic treatment.

There is a sense 
of comfort and veneration about its 
sawdust-coated floors, uneven boards 
ara gaping “chinks.” 

The tiny bar is attended by bar 
ms ds—I have failed to.see a pretty 
one in all London—who serve chiefly 
whisky and gin. A poll parrot struts 
up and down the/bar top. It will 
cough, sneeze, yell for whisky and 
screech its tirade in-cockney dialect. 

“The Cheese” is in Wine Office 
court, hard by Fleet street, where all 
the newspapers are situated. On the 
ground floor above a bench is a brass 
tablet bearing the following inscrip- 
tion: 

“The favourite seat of Dr. Samuel 
Johnson.” 

The place is a little lop-sided, 
wedged-up houseful of holes, corners, 
cupboards and sharp turnings—and 
is entered by a narrow blind alley. 
The waiters are the plump, red-cheek- 
ed kind so familiar in prints of Eng- 
lish taverns. 

They insist upon several helpings. 
One eonstantly cries: “Any gentleman 
Say pudden?”’ and it was little won- 
der a crusty American customer final- 
ly called: “No gentleman says pud- 
den.” At the table next to mine sat 
a priest and a countryman. IT think 
beth were amused at the Yankee dia- 
lect of members of our party. Still 
they asked poiitely if they might light 
their pipes following their silver tank- 
ards of ale. 

The inn is filled with the savoury 


odor of steaks, mutton chops, cheese | 


vubbling in tiny tins—a specialty that 
Ih. Johnson loved—floury potatoes 
and green peas. Upstairs is a room 
where Charles LI. is said to have eaten 
a chop with Nell Gwynne. A Scotch 
peet in one roem was reading . his 
iatest sonnet. And three Americans 
iu evening dress in still another room 
were singing, “Hail, Hail,"the Gang’s 
All Here.” 

Passing out the worn flagstone 
steps of “The Cheese,” I collided 
with a man who tives on the same 
flkor of my New York hotel. And 
naturally we pulled the inevitable bro- 
mide: “A small world, etc.”

Opinion by Napier. 

Following is the opinion of the at- 
torney-general: 

Hon. Thomas W. Hardwick, 

Governor of Georgia, 

State Capitol. 

Dear Governor: In response to yo re- 
quest for advice as to the term of the of- 
fice of commissioner of pensions, and as 
to the powers of the governor in making 
the appointment to fill the vacancy, I 
have the honor to submit the following: 

Section 1468, of the Penal code pro- 
vides: 

“There shall be a commissioner of pen- 
sions, who shall be elected by the electors 
of the whole state who are entitled to vote 
for the members of the general assembly. 

Section 1472 of the same code provides 
further: 

‘The office of commissioner of pensions 
shall continue for twenty-five (a) years 
only, unless continued by further legisla- 
tion. 

By act of 1896, Georgia Laws 1896, page 
C6, the duration of this office was fixed 
at six years only, unless continued by fur- 
ther legislation. 

By act of 1901, Georgia Laws 1901, page 
58, an amendment to the said act of 1896, 
making the section limiting the duration 
of the office to read: 

“This office shall continue for fifteen 
years, unless continued by further legisla- 
tion.’’ 

By act of 1910, Georgia Laws 1910, page 
124, the act of 1896 was further changed 
by amending the act of 1901, so that the 
law was made to read: 

“This office shall continue for twenty- 
five years only, unless continued by fur- 
ther legislation.’’ 

By act of 1920, Georgia Laws 1920, page 
230, it was provided: 

“That on and after the passage of this 
bill, the terms of the office of the pen- 
sion -commissioner shall continue to exist 
until otherwise provided by the general 
assembiy of the state.”’ 

No Limit to Office. 

At present, there is no limit to the con- 
tinuation of the office of pension commis- 
sioner. The term and the manner of the 
election to the office are in no wise af- 
fected by the several amendatory acts, 
As to filling a vacancy in this office, sec- 
tion 1473 of the Penal code provides: 

‘‘In case of a vacancy in‘said office, 
causing an unexpired term, the same shall 
be filled by executive appointment, and 
the person so appointed, shall hold said of- 
fice for the balance of the unexpired term, 
and uatil his successor is elected and quali- 
fied.’’ 

The unexpired term of the late lamented 
Judge John W. Lindsey, commissioner of 
pensi6ns, will extend to June 1923, and 
the appointment of the governor will cover 
that peri of time. 

The successor of Judge Lindsey should be 
elected at the general state election in No- 
vember of this year.

In his political speech in outlining 
his budget system, Governor Hard- 
wick stated that it is his ambition to 
establish for Georgia a complete and 
modern business system for the trans- 
action of fiscal affairs by audit and 
budget so that Georgia may have the 
same kind of business administration 
enjoyed by all large and successful 
private business concerns. His sys- 
tem, he said, would provide in ad- 
vance for every dollar to be spent and 
that no more would be appropriated 
than the revenue of the state. 

The governor stated he wanted a 
system by which graft could be de- 
tected and before it could be made 
efiective. He also said he wanted a 
system by which a tax payer could 
establish whether his money was 
wisely or foolishly spent. 

He regretted that his recommenda- 
ticn of an audit and budget system 
haa not met with approval in the 
legislature. It was the opimon of 
the governor that the legislature could 
have performed an everlasting serv- 
ice to the people of the state by he 
adoption of his recommendations,

Set Uses Four Tues. 

The equipment which will be pu 
a use Friday night _uses four 
»5-watt General Electric Vv : 
tubes, two of which are oscillators 
and two modulators. In SS 
these powerful tubes there is one oV- 
watt tube which acts as a voice am- 
plifier. In addition to this voice am- 
plification in the set there 1s an am- 
plifier which is concealed tn the stu- 
dio. Two thousand volts are used 
on the plates of the 250-watt tubes 
while 800 volts are used on the plate 
of the 50-watt voice amplifier tube. 

High and low voltages are supplied 
by two massive motor generators. One 
delivers 21-4 kilowatts at 2,000 volts 
while the other delivers one kilowatt 
st 12 volts for lighting the filaments 
of the tubes on the set.

The typical Queen Anne chair, of 
which two examples are shown in the 
sear is a distinct and strongly 

racteristic piece of furniture not to 
be confounded with anything else.

Buying a tape measure is a casual 
business with most home sewers. They 
do not &typ to realize the importance 
of a good tape line until something 
goes wrong because of incorrect meas- 
ure. Obviously, the essential point 
in choosing a tape measure is to get 
one that measures accurately, and will 
continue to do so. 

The average woman uses a cloth 
tape measure, yet these are often the 
least satisfactory, because they shrink 
and stretch, and are thus inaccurate. 
If you do buy a cloth measure, select 
a double one, stitched firmly. and with 
brass tips at both ends. These will 
give better wear than single cloth 
measures. However, a difficulty with 
any cloth measure is that the figures, 
in time, wear light or disappear. 

An oilcloth tape measure is proba- 
ble most satisfactory for the average 

ome sewer. It is usually accurate 
and gives good wear. The one diffi- 
culty with this kind of measure '8 
that hard wear or careless handling 
will crack the oilcloth. 

Dressmakers and most tailors use 
a stee] tape measure, but for the 
average home sewer these are heavy 
and awkward to handle. No matter 
what kind of measure you buy, 
sure that you get clear figures and 
markings, with the numbering begin- 
ning at one end on one side and the 
other end on the opposite side. Clear- 
ness of figures makes for ease of 
reading and avoids eye strain.
